Tt was 
the first time in the state’s—history 
that a governor has won a. third 
term. The state constitution pro- 
hibits a consecutive re-election but 
Moore was elected in 1925 and again 
in 1931, each time. a three-year 
term. 

James M. Curley, who has been

It 
may not be hatched in the :special 
session; the chances are that the 
many differences of opinion and the 
many demands cannot. be reconciled 
in the’ six weeks which the special 
Session may occupy . before. the 
regular .session of congress. con- 
venes in January. 

In addition to the lack of time in 
which to maturely examine crop 
control questions, a rivalry has de- 
veloped between. the house and the 
senate over.the honor of drafting 
j}‘and putting ‘through the law which 
will tell the farmers what they can 
and what they cannot do as farm- 
ers. Let me say just here that such 
a rivalry may work to the benefit of | 
agricu]ture because it is bound to 
mean. a compromise between the 
house and senate on the legislation 
that finally is enacted. In. other 
words, extremists, for. and against 
any proposal, will havete.; yield and
